This com- 
mittee and its members have the 
responsibility of deciding ,ttil« 
and other matters pertaining to 
retailing.

ly trusts that the men and women 
who are the backbone of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
city of Dixon can satisfactorily 
work together and solve this prob- 
lem to the benefit of all."

Ballard, Potts Tangle 
Again at City Session 


C. L. Accuses Him of 
Favoring the Police

Folowing a brief but sharp exchange, between Commissioners Paul 


Potts and cVLyle Ballard, the Dixon city council Tuesday .ought ap- 
proved'plans" to remodel fhcTcity hall and Voted to advertise-for bids 
on the project. 


The clash was the- second in a 


month between the present and 
former police and fire commis- 
sioners and arose over alleged fav- 
oritism in the department. 


L. J. Welch, commissioner of 


public property, opened the dis- 
cussion by requesting the council- 
men to approve the plans and ad- 
vertise for bids so an estimated 
cost of the project could be ob- 
tained. 


What About Firemen 


Ballard, who is now commission- 


er of finance, kindled the discus- 
sion by referring to alleged anti- 
quated facilities in the fire de- 
partment and requested that the 
remodeling start there rather than 
oritism in the department* 


The remodeling plans call for a 


complete revamping of the police 
department and do not include the 
remodeling of' the adjoining fire 
department. 


Potts retorted that -he agreed 


•with Welch's "plan to advertise for 
for bids and remarked, "Commis- 
sioner Ballard doesn't have to tell 
me the situation in the fire depart-, 
ment." 


Ballard replied that he had 


"some experience" as police and 
fire commissioner and pointed to 
departmental morale. 


He turned- to Potts and said. "It 


is obvious that the fire department 
is not your first love when com- 
pared to the police department." 


Now Boys! 


Potts then turned to Mayor Wil- 


liam Slothower and asked, "Isn't 
it possible for, me to run my own. 
department without him (Ballard) 
trying to tell me my Job every 
Tuesday night?" 


He finished by saying, "He had 


four years in which to run it." 


Mayor Slothower then squelched 


the exchange with, "Let's be man- 
ly about this thing rather than Uke 
a. couple of boys." 


The remodeling plans call for 


the police department to vacate 
its present facilities, except for 
the chief's room, the garage and 
the jail in the basement. 


This space would be used by the 


police magistrate or justice of the 
peace, the driver's license exami- 
nation personnel and by the social 
security staff. 


Two Restrooms 


Two public restrooms would also 


be maintained on the first floor of 
the city hall.. They would-be locat- 
ed opposite the west- entrance on 
Second Street in the south edge of 
what is now the band room. 


The object of _the police depart- 


ment modernization is to allow 
criminal investigations' to be made 
in, semi-privacy rather than in full 
view of spectators, which is the 
case at the present time. 


According to the plans, the desk 


sergeant would occupy a station at 
what is now the entrance to the 
chief's room. This room would be 
made into the radio room.

The church boards and other 


groups opposed Ihe measure -which 
allows the sale of liquor lo mem- 
bers and guests of private clubs 
from noon to 10 p.m. on Sundays. 


"The Rev. Anthony P. LandgraJ 


summed up the argument of She 
ministerial association: "To relax 
control of the liquor sales by 
granting special privileges as io 
openly invite a situation lhai will 
result in a "wide open town.' To 
grant the clubs this petition as only 
to invite subsequent action on the 
part of the taverns. We believe 
that af a vigorous and courageous 
practice ol law enforcement, be- 
comes the accepted practice of the 
city administration, the commu- 
nity will give wholehearted en- 
dorsement,"

Atom Scientists Hail 
New Antiproton Find 


Opens Way 
To Nature 
Of Matter 


No New Hazard as 
Superweapon, Say 
Nuclear Experts

Atomic science took another 
big step forward today with 
the announcement of the dis- 
covery of a particle which an- 
nihilates the basic unit of all 
matter. 


The discovery was made«4n ex- 


periments utilizing the University 
of California's biggest atom smash- 
er, the bevatron. It was announced 
jointly Tuesday night by Prof. 
Ernest O. Lawrence, famed, nu- 
clear scientist, and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission/which financed 
the 9}a-million-dollar machine. 


•" 
Sought for Years 


The new particle, sought for a 


generation by researchers, is the 
antiproton. Although it is a power- 
ful annihilator of matter, it con- 
stitutes no threat as a super-weap- 
on, no new hazard to the world. 


Instead, it opens up the way for 


exattng new discoveries about the 
nature 
of matter. Conceivably 


*6in"e~of these"'may" lead to great' 
new practical achievements of the 
future. 


Its immediate value, said Prof. 


Lawrence, is that it clears up 
some of "the uncertainties in the 
theory of nuclear structure. 
• In .-Washington, a nuclear physi- 
cist said discovery of the anti- 
proton increases the prospects of 
releasing—in controlled fashion- 
vastly greater energy from the 
atom than now is possible by the 
fission process. 


Explains Discovery 


. The physicist, not associated 
with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, said the discovery improves 
the chances of tapping energy 
from the nuclear heart of the atom 
by an "annihilation process"- rath- 
er than by fission or "atom split- 
ting." 


"What you would have to do," 


the scientist said, "would be to 
devise some means of getting a 
steady stream of antiproton parti- 
cles and use them to bombard the 
atomic nuclei so they would strike 
protons. These would be annihi- 
lated and perhaps 99 per cent of 
the matter involved in the annihi- 
lation would be released as ener- 
gy-" 


In the fission process only about 


one-tenth of l per cent of the total 
mass is converted to energy. 


The antiproton. a solid particle 


of matter, weighs 1.800 to 2.000 
times as much as the electron, a 
tiny charge of electricity which 
normally circulates around the 
nucleus of an atom.

He *aad he 
wants the machines outlawed b"- 
caus-c they are too accessible lo 
school children.

Five Killed By 
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Runaway Truck 
Plunges Down Mountain 
As Airbrakes Fail 


CUMBERLAND, Md. (3V-A big tractor-trailer truck lost its brakes 


and plummeted out of control down Big Savage Mountain into the west 
outskirts of Cumberland today, killing five persons when it overtook 
a car and smashed into another truck. 


The victims were tentatively 


identified as two men and two 
women passengers driving into 
Cumberland from Frostburg, Md., 
to work, and a Pennsylvania truck 
drix-er. 


State police listed them as: 
Clifford Fearer. Nellis Thomas. 


Francis X. Spearman and Evelyn 
Lloyd, all of Cumberland; and 
Samuel J. Brenneman. the truck 
driver, from Springs. Pa. 


Brenneman was eastbound on 


XJ. S. 40 with a bulldozer on his 
rig and was about to turn 'off 
when the runaway truck came 
down behind him at 85 to 90 miles 
an hour. It hit the Fearer car and 
then smashed into Brenneman's 
trailer. Brenneman was decapi- 
tated. 


The driver of the runaway truck 


Paul Stewart Myers. 25. of Dover. 
Pa., had only a scratch over one 
eye. 


Fearer and his passengers were J 


burned to death when the roaring 
truck overtook their sedan from 
behind, smashed over it 
and 


dumped part of its load of alumi- 
num sheeting upon the twisted 
wreckage. 


Eyewitnesses said the sedan's 


gas tank apparently exploded at 
the impact. 


Myers told police his brakes 


failed on Big Savage Mountain as 
he came east into Frostburg. 


He disengaged his engine and 


gave it full throttle, trying to build 
up air pressure in the brake sys- 
tem. The truck careened through 
Frostburg without "hitting any- 
thing. 


For almost five miles it rocked 


on down the steep grades into the 
west outskirts of Cumberland.

CHICAGO UP) — A grim 


force of policemen and troops 
searched for clues today in 
the slaying of three boys who 
top investigators said may 
have been killed by teen- 
agers. 


More than 100 men, including 50 


soldiers from a nearby Army anti- 
aircraft base, began a foot-by-foot 
search of the Robinson Woods area 
of the fdrest preserve west of Chi- 
cago. 


The nude, beaten bodies of the 


victims—Robert Peterson, 14, John 
Schuessler, 13, arid his brother, An- 
ton, 
11—were found in a ditch 


there Tuesday. 


The boys had been strangled, 


probably,, investigators reckoned, 
some time between 8 p.m. and mid- 
night Sunday. 


Suspect Young Gang 


Coroner Walter E. McCarron 


%aid it was possible that the- vic- 
tims "fell into the hands of a larg* 
group ol older boys and were man- 
handled." 


Sheriff Joseph I/ohman 
com- 


mented: 


"Chances are, the attackers were 


persons close to the boys' own age, 
who might have known them." ' 


He pointed to indications the vic- 


tims had been held captive before 
they were killed—and may have 
been slain because something had 
"gone wrong" and the captors 
wanted to make sure they could- 
not be identified. 


, Official! also theorized that the 
slayer was a' burly madman or 
that'two men had committed the 
atrocity. 


"Thrown Uke Bags" 


The sheriff noted that the bodies 


were "thrown like bags of pota- 
toes." He added: 


"This would suggest that at least 


two persons or one very powerful 
person did it." 


Investigators 
considered, 
too 


that a youthful gang may have 
committed a. '"thrill slaying"—like 
the murder of 14-year-old Bobby 
Franks in 1924 by Richard Loeb 
and Nathan Leopold. 


The members of the searching 


task force in the forest pres«rve 
lined up two feet apart and walked 
forward, studying every foot of 
ground for clues- 


One of the first clues was a tire 


mark found in a parking lot near 
the ditch. 


Police also combed the North- 


west Side area, where the three 
boys lived seeking the place where 
the boys were killed. 


They deduced that the victims 


had been slain somewhere outside 
the forest preserve and the bodies 
were tossed into the ditch, where 
they were found shortly afternoon 
Tuesday. 


Not Molested 


An autopsy Tuesday night in- 


dicated the boys had been dead 36 
to 40 hours when their bodies -were 
discovered but that they had not 
been molested sexually as first be- 
lieved. 


However. Dr. Harry R. Hoffman, 


an associate of the Cook County 
Behavior-Clinic, said: "The person 
•who could commit such an a/ct as 
this one is one to whom the act 
itself is a gratification of the sex 
urge." 


Coroner Walter E. McCarron 


called it "the work of a madman" 
or a gang ol older boys.

Sets Bond Limit 
Restricts New Buildings 
Cost to $650,000 Top

Board of Education, in conjunction 
with the Citizens School Survey 
Committee.1 as a result of their 
studies, has found that, the need 
for additional building facilities is 
urgent. These studies have led to 
the conclusion that the best. pos- 
sible solution to the problem is to 
erect four new schools, one each 
in the following areas: Eldena, 
Maytown, Sublette and Walton, 
and to provide additional facili- 
i.ies at Central School in Amboy. 


In order to accomplish this pro- 


gram in a manner that is educa- 
tionally sound, yet economically 
prudent, the members of the School 
Board have \-oted a building bond 
limit of 5650,000. This figure was 
decided on after much study and 
thought had been given to a var- 
iety of plans, and these plans re- 
vised in any way that would ma- 
terially lower the cost, yet not im- 
pair the efficiency of the buildings. 
As a result, standard permanent 
school 
construction is be i.n g 


planned, with good materials, but 
without expensive frills. 


A careful interlocking of the re- 


tirement schedules of these bonds, 
together with the retirement sched- 
ule of outstanding bonds, makes 
the Increase in the bond retirement 
tax rate small. The average in- 
crease in the bond rate over a 
period of the next 19 years will be 
12*4 cents. The following table will 
give an idea of the tax raise based 
on equalized assessed valuations:

A typical residence property with 


a valuation of 53.500 would have a 
tax increase of $4.38 per year. A 
typical 80. acres in the district with 


a valuation of $15.000 would have 
a tax increase of 518.75 per year. 
By comparison, these figures are 
small as against what the average 
smoker, coffee or coke drinker, 
golfer, fisherman or hunter spends 
for these enjoyments in the course 
of a year, according to the com- 
mittee. 


Facts cannot be ignored, the 


committee said. "It must be rea- 
lized that if the building program is 
not put into effect, the district 
faces the possible loss of State Aid 
which in recent years has amount- 
ed to 555,000. If this were to hap- 
pen, 
local taxpayers would have to 


pay higher taxes to make up the 
loss, which incidently would amount 
to more than the tax on the new 
buildings, and there wouldn't be 
any buildings to show for." 


The committee concluded, "Let 


us, as we think over this program, 
bear in mind that our board of edu- 
cation members have been econ- 
omy minded in producing plans 
which will produce • the most in 
educational facilities for the least 
possible expenditure. We, as the 
citizens- of the district, will be 
proud of the buildings, and our 
children will be proud of their 
elders for having provided them 
with an adequate educational op- 
portunity."

OREGON—(Special)—If you arc 


contemplating seeding down a por- 
tion of your farm next spring, you 
will no doubt want to take soil 
samples so that the field can be 
tested and you can apply the plant 
food that is needed to assure a 
good stand. 


When we seed a piece of ground 


.o legumes and grasses, time and 


' preparation of the 
soil and cost of 
the seed make it 


X very' important 
- that we not be 


wasteful by plac- 
ing the seed in 
ground that does 
not contain suffi- 
cient ele m e n t s 
for. 
good 
plant 


growth. 
L i m e- 


stone is impor- 


neutralizes the 


soil, making it possible to grow 
legumes. Phosphates and potash 
are also needed for maximum 
yields. 


Some" of the things one should 


keep in mind in submitting soil 
samples for testing—Be sure the 
previous history of the field is giv- 
en. 
The soil test measures the 


amount of„ available forms present 
in a sample. » But the plant fooil 
availability or effectiveness of one 
amount will depend not only upon 
the chemical possibilities of this 
element, but "also on its distribu- 
tion throughout the soil, which can 
be obtained through historical data 
such as: when the field was last 
plowed, what crops have been in 
that field since that time and how 
long ago was the plant food ap- 
plied. 


Before going to the field to 


take- your soil samples, number 
each sack with the field number 
and sample number. It is impor- 
tant that each field have a dif- 
ferent number. The ASC office 
in Oregon will be very glad to 
make up maps of your farm if. 
you are an Ogle county farmer. 
The use of this map will be of 
tremendous value in interpreting 
the test and in knowing just 
where applications have . been 
made from year-Jto year. 
Take the labeled sacks to the 


field, along with a basket or box 
for carrying the samples, and a 
spade or small auger. Six or seven 
samples should be taken from 20 
acres or 11 from 40 acres. £*t the. 
samples dry naturally in the 'air 
if they are wet or moist when col- 
lected: The best way to do this is 
to store them in a dry room for a 
few days with the sacks open. Do 
not dry them on stoves or radia- 
tors. 


This also is a good time of the 


year/for taking samples of your 
garden or lawn. A soil test now 
will get both you.and your garden 
off to. a faster start next spring. 
For the average size garden,, pick 
one sample from about eight scat- 
tered places. At each spot dig a 
hole about six to eight inches deep. 
Take a'thin slice from the side of 
the hole all the way from the top 
to the bottom. Just be sure it in- 
cludes soil from the entire six inch 
depth. A cupful of soil is sufficient 
for testing.

National Committee, it's Hall's job 
to lay the foundations for a Re- 
publican victory in 1956. 


His counterpart, Paul M. Butler, 


chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, has the same 
tend of job for the opposition. 


The Democrats have no sure- 


shot candidate for their party's 
nomination in their convention 
next summer, even though at the 
moment Adlai Stevenson may 
8ft*m to hold an edge. 


And before the convention is 


ewer the scramble among Demo- 
crats may bust the party wide 
open. 


Smooth Sailing 


But Hall, a lifelong politician 


who at 55 is genial and almost 
bald, saw nothing like that in store 
for his party. On -the contrary, in 
early September, he was in a spot 
Butler and any other professional 
politician must have envied. 


To hear him talk, there were no 


storms ahead on his political lake. 
He was c o n f i d e n t Eisenhower 
would run again. If Eisenhower 
did, with his immense popularity, 
he seemed a year ahead of time 
to have much better than a 50-50 
chance of winning. 


He felt thaf-if Eisenhower ran 


again- and won. he might, as in 
1952, pull the whole party with him 
and give the Republicans control 
of Congress once more; The whole 
Republican party" felt the way Hall 
did. 


Then on Sept. 24 the President 


was stricken. Now Hall merely, 
and not too confidently, speaka 
about the possibility that Eisen- 
hower may run, 


Job Sow-Tough 


If he had to bet privately, I'd 


gue«e he'd bet Eisenhower won't 
run. So Hall faces a. tough year, 
just as tough as Butler's. 


This month, as if accepting the 


idea-Eisenhower wouldn't run, Hall 
was saying the party would win 
by taking "Ike's philosophy, per- 
sonality and 'the record of his ad- 
ministration." 


But 'trying to -win on Eisenhow- 


ers record -may not be enough, 
since the voters will have to make 
their own judgment on the Repub- 
lican candidate, whoever he is. 
And who he may be is something 
Hall "doesn't know now.

BERLIN—The return to West Germany of the last parties of mill- 


tary prisoner* of war from Soviet Russia, many of them from Siberia, 
reminded me over and over as the hours dragged on in the autumn 
chill, that the Communist in a horribl* brute who 
can smille, for an ulterior purpose, but cannot be 
reasoned with. 


It is futile to appeal to decency or pity in him. 


He has no such qualities. Here were men of the 
highest degree of Western civilization weeping as 
they set foot on the soil of their beloved home- 
land after ten years of hunger, torment and slav- 
ery. 
They were physically not the worst off be- 


cause other PW'i whose health cracked up were 
shipped back in a more or less continuous 
process over the lajt eight year*. Most of them* «r*«tkr«* r«tM» 
came through the lagtr at Friedland near the frontier of Communist 
East Germany and Republican West Germany, a camp now sway- 
backed and badly run down from weather and wear and tear. 


These men of the last batch, called war criminals by the Rus- 


sian Communist government, were tough in character and physical 
stamina. Many of them wore quilted jackets of the Chinese and Ori- 
ental Russian seldiers and knit wool slippers or tennis shoes with rub- 
ber .soles. Some had travelled 14 days in box-car starting through 
8 feet of snow. 


No it is not hard to recall that

during the so-called honeymbon 
between Hitler and Stalin. They 
certainly were "aggressors." but 
that term never has deserved the 
value that we have given''it. We 
won our country by aggression. 
We certainly were the aggressors 
against Hitler's Germany in World 
War II. 
And our noble allies. 


Britain, France and Russia all 
were conquerors of weaker peo- 
ples. Moreover, the Germans had 
been robbed of many millions of 
their countrymen -and much of 
their homeland by the Versailles 
treaty. 
When Hitler thought he 


was strong enough to take them 
back he set out to do so. And, 
while he was at it, to drive the 
Bolshevik back into his darkness. 
That certainly would have been a 
service to Christianity and man- 
kind. 


It is futile to speculate whether 


Hitler would have dealt nobly with 
the people of the West. However, 
there is evidence that either he or 
the superior Germans of his army 
would have sent captive Britons, 
French and Americans back in 
reasonable time and would not 
have tortured them and their fam- 
ilies by keeping- their fate secret 
as the Kremlin tortured Germans, 
Japanese, Italians, Spaniards and 
Frenchmen. 
It 
took Korea 
to 


demonstrate to us that the Com- 
munist is an abysmal brute and 
no sensible American can deny 
that. the 
Soviet 
or Bolshevik 


Communists directed the Chinese 
Korean War' and the horrors in- 
flicted on our people in their"cus- 
today-and on their families. 


What possible good do the Rus- 


sians and Chinese Communists 
think they did themselves by re- 
fusing for years to let their pris- 
oners of. -war communicate with 
their families? 
What possible 


profit could be Russians derive 
from the anguish of the wives 
and ^mothers - and the children of 
German soldiers who wondered 
until very recently whether these 
men were dead or alive? What 
explanation can thefe be but the 
ugly brutality of people »o prim- 
itive? 


Father Josef Krahe. the pas- 


tor of the little wooden Catholic 
chapel of Friendland camp. *aid 
some of these German men were 
sustained only by religious faith. 
In their darkest despair in Siberia, 
with stupid brutes sitting idly by 
keeping rifles pointed at them, 
they felt that the prayers of their 
families were flowing to God and 
still hoped that some miracle 
•would deliver them. 


One prisoner had concealed in 


the lining of his cap a tiny picture 
of the Blessed Virgin and a frag- 
ment of a page of the last letter 
he had receix-ed from his wife in 
1943. 
Sometimes, at nifhf. he 


would take his life in his hands to 
sneak them out and peek at them. 
Then he would put them back. 
What excuse can the brute have 
had for shooting a helpless pris- 
oner for looking at a religious 
picture and a few words of hand- 
writing from a wife thousands of 
miles away? 


Let us wonder whether all the 


Russian people are Communist 
brutes. It is hard to decide fee- 
cause there has been no chance to 
test them. Father Leopold Braun. 
of New York, who spent 12 years 
in Moscow, insists that the com- 
mon people are as kind and jten- i 


tie as others. Many Russian^ did 
surrender with joy to Hitler's ad- 
vancing armies whom they hailed 
as liberators. Then the Gestapo 
swept along- behind the soldiers, 
wiping out people who wanted to 
be their allies against Bolshevism. 
Those Russians certainly were'not 
Communists, but the fact always 
confronts us that Communism al- 
ways can muster enough brutes to 
serve its horrible purposes against 
human beings. 


We have had in our own coun- 


try, too few Russians to make as 
strong an impression as our Ger- 
mans made. But to contend that 
the Gestapo and the SS of Hitler 
were representative Germans is 
futile in the presence of the heri- 
tage of character, culture and good 
citizenship of our heavy German 
immigration of the years before 
the first world war. 
Their blood 


now flows in the main stream of 
our population and crime rate of 
their grandchildren is among- the 
lowest. 
The intellectual and pa- 


triotic qualities- of those descend- 
ants are inferior to no other ele- 
ment or "group."' 


We have much to be ashamed 


of in complicity with the Russians 
in this frightful pei-secution of 
prisoners of war. 
After all, our 


high command turned over thou- 
sands of Russians captured in bat- 
tle in German uniforms or seized 
in German prisoner of war camps 
and sent them back to Russia, to. 
certain execution. We sent back 
thousands of refuge civilians to 
slave' labor. 


One contrast in this situaton 


does us no honor. Many Germans 
who abhorred Hitler's brutality 
had recognized long before Roose- 
velt came to power that the Com- 
munist was a brute, insensate and 
ignorant of human instincts. The 
Germans were fighting this horri- 
ble thing in the world. But we 
gave strength to the" arm of the 
brut* and then, from behind when 
they 
were 
heavily 
engaged. 


jumped the Germans and helped 
the Brute to win the war.

Stubborn Sinusitis Still Is 
Resisting Elimination 


Ky EDWIN V. JORDAN. M.D. 


Unfortunately no remarkably ef- 


fective new treatment has been 
developed for the rather common 
condition known as sinusitis. 


Nevertheless, correspondents con- 


tinue to ask for discussion of this 
subject of which Mrs. T's letter is 
a good example. 


"My sister," she says, "suffers 


from extreme sinus headaches. 
She is 31 years old and is trying 
to hold on to her teaching job. 
Due to the damp weather here, 
she seems to get worse every year 
and I should like any information 
you can give me on somewhere 
else in the United States where a 
person with a sinus condition can 
breathe normally. This condition 
must be hereditary because my 
sjster's 10-year-old son is showing 
the same signs." 


BEFORE GOING ON to a 


.eral" discussion 
of sinusitis, it 


should be said that so far as we 
know sinusitis is not an hereditary 
disease and the fact that Mrs. T's 
son is also suffering from sinusitis 
should probably -merely be con- 
sidered as an unfortunate coinci- 
dence. 


Treatments of many kinds are, 


and have been, used for sinusitis. 
Since the symptoms are often part- 
ly the result of the pressure of ac- 
cumulated pus and mucus within 
the 
mucous 
membrane 
lined 


pockets of the sinuses, temporary 
relief is sometimes obtained by 
washing them out, often with fluids 
containing drugs which shrink the 
membranes. 


SOMETDUES germ-killing drugs 


such as the sulfas or the antibiotics 
are helpful. Operations are fre- 
quently employed, most of them 
aimed at • enlarging" the opening 
from the sinuses into the nose so 
that the mucus and pus can drain 
out more easily. - 


In spite of all these measures 


many victims of sinusitis contin- 
ue to suffer. Many, like Mrs. T, 
have written asking whether they 
could expect relief by changing 
the climate.

Victor Livingston, a liquor sales- 


man, saw the bodies when he 
parked his car in the forest pre- 
serve to eat his lunch.

14 times, probably with an ax or 
a hunting Knife, police said. 


The coroner's 
office said the 


Schuessler boys had been hit on 
their faces with what appeared to 
be the flat side of a knife. But Dr. 
Jerry Kearns. coroner's patholo- 
gist, who examined the bodies, said 
strangulation caused the death of 
all three. 


Families Heartbroken 


The 
brutal 
murder 
brought 


heartbreak into the homes of An- 
ton Schuessler, 41, a tailor, and 
Malcolm Peterson, 40, a carpenter. 


Anton and John were the Schues- 


sler's only children. "Robert was 
one of four children. All three were 
clean-cut youngsters with close- 
cropped hair, who .dressed neat- 
ly in "jeans and jackets with em- 
blems proclaiming that they were 
fans of the Chicago White Sox and 
the Chicago Cubs. 


Robert's mother Dorothy, 37, 


collapsed and was put under a 
physician's care. 
Seven 'blocks 


away, the other mother, Eleanor 
Schuessler, also 37, sobbed uncon- 
trollably. 


"lly life . . . my arms . . . my 


legs . . . now gone," she cried. 
Once she started to rise from the 
couch as neighbors and a priest 
attempted to comfort her, scream- 
ing. 


". . . I want my boys! I want 


my boys!" 


Tracing' the boys' movements, 


police found that they had gone to 
two bowling alleys Sunday night, 
apparently 
after 
attending the 


movie in the Loop. 


The ditch where the bodies were 


found is about 10 miles northwest 
of the Loop. 


The fathers of the slain youths 


testified today at a brief session of 
a coroner's jury. The inquest was 
continued to Monday. 


The elder Peterson, dabbing at 


his eyes, told how he had called 
the police and went out himself 
to search for his missing son Sun- 
day night. 


Phoned Alleys 


He recalled how he had tele- 


phoned inquiries to some bowling 
alleys on the Northwest Side. 


"If only we had called more bowl- 


ing- alleys," he said, "they might 
have been saved." 


The elder Schuessler sobbed while 


he related that he didn't know that 
his sons had planned to go to the 
Loop—their first such trip without 
their parents. 


Neither of the fathers knew of 


any teen-age gangs which might 
have preyed on the boys. 


Schuessler, after the session, 


stated: "I want some action."

really boring commercial beg'ins to 
Hash on the screen they turn off 
their ears, a glaze creeps into 
their eyes, and they sink into- the 
same restful torpor they would if 
they were listening to a long-wind- 
ed after dinner speaker. 


Some Defended 


In some homes commercials are 


even stoutly defended py parents 
because of their hypnotic power to 
quiet children. 


"Since my kids became interest- 


ed in listening io rhyming com- 
mercials, they don't ask me to 
read and explain,Mother Goose.to 
them—and that's a 'real benefit," 
said one father. "You know many 
of those Mother Goose verses are 
a lot of nonsense. 


"I couldn't understand some of 


them when I was a kid, and they 
make even less sense to me now. 
So how can I explain them?" 


Another father said his 4-year- 


old son had learned to carry a 
tune by joining in singing TV com- 
mercials. .But he made one mis- 
take: He let the boy stay up afters 
bedtime one evening listening to 
some later programs which have 
commercials carrying different 
messages. 


Beer Commercial 


Three days later when the min- 


ister called at the home he heard 
the little tyke galloping around the 
living room cheerfully bellowing: 


"Zilch's is the beer for me, boys, 


Zilch's is the beer for me." 


Despite such occasional embar- 


rassing mishaps, a gadget<t» tune 
out commercials isn't the TV in- 
dustryjs major needed invention. 


What is heeded is a gadget that 


will pay no attention to commer- 
cials tut instead seek out and 
flash on good programs.
